An General Weylor'H Bloody Policy W»« 


B«*rtlty Indorsed by the Dead Premier, 
the Ruling Spirits of the Insurgents 


; Hold Him Jointly Responsible for 
the 


Outrages to Their People. 
Madrid, Aug. 10.—Golli, the murder- 


er of the Spanish premier, has con- 
fessed that he killed Senor Canovaa 
to avenge -the Barcelona 
anarchists, 


and tine insurgent leader Don Jose Ri- 
zal, who was executed at Manila, Phil- 
ippine islands, on Dec. 30 last, as the 
instigator ol the Philippine rebellion.

The appeals are now 
coming in from the families, the heads 
of which are at the various mining 
camps using their influence to keep 
other men from working. 


A series of meetings arc to be held all 


over the district. It is expected to keep 
up the interest in every section and 
strengthen every point where there is 
the least indication of weakness. 


Thomas B. DeArmitt, superintendent 


of the New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal company, worked hard to get the 
miners at Oak Hill to return to work. 
By a house to house canvass he suc- 
ceeded in getting a few more diggers 
than has been at work. 
Thirty-seven 


miners went in. 


The men were told by DeArmitt that 


they would lose all they had earned if 
they would not work and would bn 
given five days to vacate the company 
houses. The strikers say only 7o men 
out of 285 were at work in the Plum 
creek mine. The company claims al- 
most a full force at work.
